I am a woman artist. I was one day 
sketching In the Catskills when. hear 
ing a step behind me. I turned aud saw 
coming down the road directly behind 
me a young man with the flaxen bali 
and blue eyes of the Saxon.

There la an article In the American 
Magazine that tells about William Ver 
non Backus, who formed the Apprecia­ 
tion league.

He questioned employees, 
snd they told hint they were not al­ 
ways courteous, because sometimes 
people were unreasonable, and anyway 
their efforts were not appreciated. 
“ ‘What good does It do,* said one 
man, ‘to be extra nice and cheerful 
when the Impolite matt gets th© same 
pay and rating as those who m ake an 
effort to be courteous?’ 
“It was this remark which helped 
Mr. Backus to formulate his rules and 
his plan. The members of the Appre 
elation league travel to many places 
and always report courtesy and kind 
ness to employers.

clerk, conductor, postman, usher, coiler 
tor or any one at all who ta especially 
attentive and deserving of commenda­ 
tion.”
